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THE  KELSOS 

The  retirement  of  our  Club 
member,  Mr.  W.  (Bill)  Kelso,  as  a 
trainer  licensed  by  the  Australian 
Jockey  Club  ended  a  century  of 
family  associated  with  the  Turf  in 
Australia. 

Not  merely  a  hundred  years  of  train¬ 
ing,  racing  and  handling  a  long  string 
of  thoroughbreds,  but  a  record  of  out¬ 
standing  success  in  the  production  of 
champion  gallopers,  champion  jockeys, 
and  a  line  of  trainers  who,  after  Kelso 
tuition,  became  champions  also  in  their 
vocation.  The  Kelso  clan  of  three  gener¬ 
ations  not  only  made  famous  history 
on  the  Turf,  but  established  a  family 
tradition  of  unblemished  reputation 
under  the  Australian  Jockey  Club  by 
whom  their  integrity  was  never  ques¬ 
tioned.  The  last  of  them,  Bill  Kelso, 
departs  to  a  private  life,  knowing  that 
he  played  his  part  in  keeping  the  record 
clean  and  up  to  a  standard  of  which 
any  racing  man  could  be  justly  proud. 

The  progenitor  of  the  Kelso  line  em¬ 
braced  the  turf  after  association  with 
the  utility  horse  and  became  such  a 
rapid  success  that  he  once  owned, 
raced  and  trained  a  Derby  runner  at 
Randwick  last  century,  and,  with  Lord 
Orville,  a  horse  that  had  never  started 
before,  was  successful  in  Tattersall’s 
Cup  at  Randwick  in  1882.  His  son,  Bill 
Kelso  II,  bred,  owned  and  trained 
Statesman,  the  Melbourne  Cup  winner 
of  1928,  and  was  successful  with  other 
horses  in  most  of  the  classic  races  of 
N.S.W.  and  Victoria.  The  recently  retired 
Bill  Kelso  III  had  a  favorite,  Persist, 
whose  pet  name  was  “Old  Mother” 
which  she  earned  many  times  over.  She 
won  short  and  long  races,  scored  at 
weight-for-age,  and  when  after  12  wins 
and  with  $36,472  in  stakes,  she  retired 
to  stud  she  was  one  of  our  most  suc¬ 
cessful  brood  mares  whose  stock 
brought  fabulous  prices. 

The  Kelso  line  has  multiplied  to  the 
fifth  generation,  but  none  remains  in 
the  training  of  race  horses.  Bill  Kelso 
III  has  been  a  member  of  Tattersall’s 
Club  since  1950  and  when  he  recently 
brought  his  grandson,  aged  2±  years, 
and  also  named  Bill  for  a  brief  visit  to 
the  Club  it  was  a  very  proud  occasion, 
indeed,  for  he  was  the  fifth  generation 
of  Kelsos  to  enter  the  portals  of 
Tattersall's  Club  either  in  earlier  Pitt 
Street  or  our  present  site  in  Elizabeth 
Street. 

The  Kelso  record  is  long,  but  full  of 
exciting  triumph,  so  the  writer  will 
split  the  story  two  ways,  devoting  first 
portion  to  the  first  two  generations  and 
the  rest  to  our  current  Bill  Kelso  who 
has  had  a  successful  career  on  the  turf, 
and  in  civic,  charitable  and  other  affairs 
of  his  community. 


A  family  of  great  trainers 


The  caption  in  the  race  book  “Trainer 
—  W.  Kelso”  was  read  by  many  gener¬ 
ations  of  racegoers  over  a  period  of  100 
years.  It  always  meant  a  well-trained 
horse  with  reasonable  prospects  of  suc¬ 
cess.  Bill  Kelso  I  part-owned  and 
trained  Lord  Orville,  and  he  was  ridden 
by  his  son  Bill,  then  12  years  of  age. 
Lord  Orville  did  something  that  probably 
no  other  Cup  winner  in  my  history  book 
ever  achieved.  Two  races  after  his  Cup 
win  he  was  saddled  up  for  the  Welter 
and  again  was  successful. 

Lord  Orville  had  never  started  in  a 
race  before  his  Cup  success  but  he  had 
had  plenty  of  experience  in  what  were 
called  “match”  contests  in  his  day.  An 
owner  would  stake  £50  or  £100  to  say 
his  horse  could  beat  some  other 
thoroughbred  of  the  district.  The  match¬ 
es  were  run  over  a  marked  mile  in  the 
two  centres  where  racing  thrived  along 
a  marked  mile  on  the  Parramatta  Road 
or  Randwick  Road.  There  were  no 
handicaps.  They  were  run  at  catch- 
weights.  The  owner  could  put  up  any 
rider  he  liked  and  that  is  why  Bill  Kelso 
I  elected  to  give  the  mount  on  Lord 
Orville  to  his  son,  Bill,  aged  only  12, 
who  weighed  less  than  six  stone.  This 
gave  him  a  tremendous  advantage  and 
needless  to  say  Lord  Orville  won  many 
of  these  matches  for  the  astute  and 
original  Bill  Kelso.  He  used  to  say 
“Little  fish  are  sweet”  and  went  on 
collecting  his  £50  or  £100  side  wagers. 
Apart  from  the  light  weight  pull  in 
hoisting  his  son  into  the  saddle,  he 
knew  that  the  very  young  Bill  was  an 
expert  horseman  in  the  making.  This 
proved  right  when  he  later  won  many 
races  on  the  flat  and  over  hurdles.  In 
a  hurdle  spill  he  sustained  a  broken 
leg  which  never  straightened  and  later 
in  life  he  wore  an  iron  brace. 

Bill  Kelso  I  gained  the  biggest 
triumph  of  his  career  when  he  owned 
and  trained  Survivor,  the  winner  of  the 
Metropolitan  of  1897. 

Wm.  Kelso  II  inherited  his  father’s 
inbred  understanding  of  thoroughbreds, 
and  his  native  shrewdness  plus.  That 
he  was  a  great  judge  of  thoroughbreds 
was  proved  in  two  wide-apart  spheres. 
Whilst  on  an  English  visit  he  saw  a 
horse  win  a  cheap  selling  race,  bought 
him  for  200  gns.  and  brought  him  to 
Australia.  He  proved  to  be  Son  of  the 
Marsh,  who  won  the  1912  Tattersall’s 
Cup  and  many  other  good  races.  The 
second  case  was  when  a  famous  Eng¬ 
lish  racehorse  was  for  sale  about  1918 
after  winning  the  Melbourne  Stakes 
weight  for  age  at  Flemington.  Percy 
Miller,  owner  of  the  famous  Kia  Ora 
Stud  with  two  partners,  rejected  the 
offer  and  Bill  Kelso  said  to  Mr.  Miller: 
“Well  if  you  don’t  want  him  I’ll  buy,” 
and,  when  asked  why,  he  replied:  “He 


is  the  best  English  horse  I  have  ever 
seen,  and  can’t  help  being  a  great  stud 
proposition.”  So  Percy  Miller  switched 
and  bought  him  and  that's  exactly  what 
he  turned  out  to  be,  the  most  success¬ 
ful  sire  ever  in  Australia,  up  to  his  time. 
The  name?  Magpie. 

Statesman,  bred,  owned  and  trained 
by  Bill  Kelso,  provided  a  pointed  ex¬ 
ample  of  his  out-and-out  shrewdness  in 
planning  a  far  off  coup  in  the  1928 
Melbourne  Cup.  As  a  two  year  old  he 
had  won  only  a  minor  Randwick  two- 
year-old  ridden  by  Jack  Coutts.  It  was 
when  he  ran  second  to  Trivalve  in  the 
1927  Victorian  Derby,  and  when  Trivalve 
advanced  to  Melbourne  Cup  success 
three  days  later  that  he  realised  his 
future  potential.  On  seeing  that  he 
was  handicapped  as  a  four-year-old  for 
the  1928  Melbourne  Cup  at  8-0  he  pro¬ 
nounced  him  a  “good  thing”. 

In  fact  he  rated  him  a  near  weight 
for  age  prospect  of  the  future,  so  it 
isn’t  difficult  to  guess  what  he  thought 
of  his  Melbourne  Cup  prospects  with 
such  a  luxury  weight.  But  until  within 
a  month  of  the  Melbourne  Cup  he  kept 
his  possibilities  under  double  wraps. 
He  won  a  minor  mile  and  a  half  handi¬ 
cap  at  the  A.J.C.  Spring  carnival.  Mr. 
Kelso  had  mapped  out  this  type  of 
unambitious  programme  to  avoid  pen¬ 
alty. 

But  Bill  Kelso  had  backed  him  at 
long  odds  as  soon  as  the  betting  charts 
were  out,  and,  as  his  preparation 
developed  he  kept  on  supporting  his 
horse.  Statesman  started  second  favor¬ 
ite  at  7/2  and  won  the  Cup  by  four 
lengths  from  the  9/4  favorite  Strephon, 
landing  a  fortune  for  his  owner-trainer. 

Bill  Kelso  II  began  his  classic 
triumphs  when  he  acquired  a  two-year- 
old,  Beverage,  well  named  as  his  sire 
was  Maltster.  With  him  he  won  the 
1910  Victorian  Sires’  Produce  Stakes 
and  Ascot  Vale  Stakes,  then  the  A.J.C. 
Sires’  and  finally  the  Victorian  Derby. 
Bill’s  knowledge  of  riding  over  jumps 
led  to  his  training  Bay  Eagle,  the  Grand 
National  steeplechase  winner  of  1902  at 
Flemington.  Only  a  14-2  pony  it  was  a 
miracle  how  such  a  midget  negotiated 
the  monster  fences  and  the  stone  wall 
Cathedral  on  Australia’s  toughst  steeple 
course.  But  Bay  Eagle  did  it  and  won 
the  National  by  more  than  half  a 
furlong. 

This  and  subsequent  victories  proved 
that  Bill  Kelso  II  was  equally  skilled 
with  jumpers,  flying  speedsters,  or 
stayers.  He  won  two  5*  furlongs  Oak- 
leigh  Plates  with  Aries  and  Poitrina, 
and  the  1915  Futurity,  seven  furlongs, 
with  an  English  horse,  Flash  of  Steel. 
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After  a  Sires’  Produce  Stakes  win  with 
Millieme  he  won  the  1920  St.  Leger  and 
the  Williamstown  Cup.  He  won  half  an 
Epsom  1925  with  Boaster  who  dead- 
heated  with  Metellus  from  Melbourne. 
Clark  and  Robinson,  Australian  stock¬ 
brokers  who  went  to  England  to  become 
millionaires,  sent  out  Flash  of  Steel 
and  another  horse  named  St.  Spasa,  to 
Bill  Kelso  with  whom  he  won  the  1914 
Metropolitan. 

Wins  with  Loquacious  emphasised  his 
capacity  to  successfully  handle  mares 
who  are  not  always  reliable  as  staying 
propositions.  Loquacious  won  the 
Adrian  Knox  Stakes  when  it  was  the 
chief  event  for  three-year-old  fillies.  In 
the  1929  Metropolitan,  which  was  one 
of  the  most  sensational  betting  races 
ever  run,  he  had  a  notable  training 
triumph  with  Loquacious.  That  was  the 
year  Nightmarch  was  backed  first  for 
the  Metropolitan,  then  for  the  Epsom 
and  later  for  the  Melbourne  Cup.  He 
landed  the  Epsom  and  was  penalised 
10  lb.  up  to  9-12  but  under  this  huge 
burden  ran  a  courageous  race  to  finish 
second,  half  a  length  behind  Loquacious 
8-11.  Nightmarch  went  on  to  success  in 
the  Melbourne  Cup  with  9-2.  Loquacious 
went  on  to  stud  to  produce  another 
Metropolitan  winner,  Feminist,  exactly 
10  years  later. 

Bill  Kelso  II  trained  the  Queensland 
stayer,  Piastoon,  for  the  1927  Sydney 
Cup,  a  25/1  chance  who  led  all  the  way 
and  beat  off  the  crack  N.Z.  three-year- 
old  stayer  of  that  year,  Limerick,  into 
second  place.  According  to  those  folk¬ 
lore  name  match  making  double  takers 
Piastoon  simply  had  to  win.  On  a  very 


heavy  track  Don  Moon  had  won  the 
postponed  first  leg,  the  Doncaster,  and 
those  who  took  the  long  odds  about 
Don  Moon-Piastoon  collected. 

One  of  the  first  steps  to  train  future 
jockeys  by  Bill  Kelso  II  was  a  fabulous 
success.  It  was  the  incomparable  Jim 
Pike.  Jim  had  the  basic  talent,  but  his 
master  brought  it  to  the  surface  with 
such  painstaking  skill  that  he  made 
him  the  best  of  his  age,  and  a  cham¬ 
pion  whose  name  still  remains  a  by¬ 
word  on  the  Turf  35  years  after  retire¬ 
ment.  Two  others  trained  in  the  Kelso 
stable  were  Geo.  Meddick,  who  won  the 
1914  Melbourne  Cup  on  Kingsburgh,  and 
Alby  Callinan,  winner  of  the  1914  Metro¬ 
politan  on  St.  Spasa,  and  later  top 
jockey  for  years  on  the  Sydney  pony 
courses  and  who  netted  enough  money 
to  buy  a  good  Sydney  hotel. 

Among  the  trainers  Bill  Kelso  tutored 
in  his  stable  was  Ike  Earnshaw,  who 
won  the  Caulfield/ Melbourne  Cups 
double  of  1906  with  Poseidon  and  the 
Caulfield  Cup  the  next  year  with 
Poseidon  owned  by  Sir  Hugh  Denison, 
founder  of  the  Sydney  “Sun”. 

Another  was  Pat  Nailon,  who  won 
most  of  Australia’s  big  races  for  Messrs. 
E.  J.  Watt,  R.  C.  Stanton,  R.  Dickerson 
(of  Duo  fame)  and  Earnie  Fellows,  who 
now  trains  in  France  for  an  American 
millionaire  at  the  fabulous  recompense 
of  £10,000  a  year  sterling  net,  with  ex¬ 
penses  paid. 

The  next  issue  of  Tattersall’s  Club 
Magazine  will  tell  the  story  of  the  last 
of  the  legendary  Kelso  dynasty,  Bill 
Kelso  III  who  retired  as  a  number  one 
Randwick  trainer  a  few  months  ago.

Don  Hay’s  mighty  effort  in 
winning  all  four  races  gave  him 
the  maximum  points,  32,  in  the 
March-April  point  score  and  a 
record  of  five  wins  in  his  last  six 
contests. 

The  handicapper  has  had  his  eye  on 
Don’s  great  performance  and  has  debit¬ 
ed  him  a  couple  of  seconds  which  will 
make  it  hard  for  him  in  future.
